H. II. Dowswell, Science "OD, was 
the guest-speaker at the Annual 
Mooling of the Now York Graihialcs 
.Society of .McGill University held last 
I'"riday in the Biltnforc Hotel, New 
Vork. Mr. Dowswell is a member of 
the firm of architects which was com- 
ii-.isEloned lo design the Kmpire State 
biiildin?, the hishcst in the world 
Tills immense structure towers for al ■ 
most a quarter oC a mile into the air 
and dominates tlie .skyline ot Xew 
Vork. 

Tlie extensive use of aluminium and 
chrome nickel steel and the unearth- 
ing 6t a. suitable cocking malorlaf 
covers some ot the work on the build- 
ing for which .Mr. Dowswell' was di- 
rectly rcspon.sible. 11c conducted ex- 
tensive experiments with chrome- 
nickel steel until he was satisfied that 
It was rust-resisting and fulfilled all 
rcfiuirenicnis or purposes to which it 
was put. ilr. Dowswell also assisted 
the devising ot another innovation in 
commerciai office building construc- 
tion, mukjng the innumcrublc win- 
dows integral iiarts ot the wall and 
constructing them flush with the 
stone facing. 

Is Enormously Large 

Tho building covers a total ground 
area ot Sj.OOO s'luarc feet and has a 
rentable area of two million s(|uare 
feet, comprising 80 stories, From the 
ground floor to' the top U measures 
1045 feet; Numerous elevators pro- 
vide vertical transporta Hon and i l.se 
as the rale of f.'OO fcc-i per minute. 
Tlie esliuiatcd population in the 
building will be .some JO.OOO, and tlie 
total cost ot the structure will be 
between 25 and 30 million dollars.

Prof esiior Scqlt Outlines 
Functions of 'Government

Control of Private Enter- 
prise by Boards is Recent 
Development 

'"Canada lacks a Journal ot unbiased 
political opinion, hence ignorance ot 
governmental iii.iltcrs l.s widesiiread 
throughout the Dominion", stated 
Frank Scolt, Professor ot Constitu- 
tional Law at McGIIl, lecturing to the 
newly formed Citizen's Association 
Forum of Noire Ditme de Craco last 
night on the scope and form of gov- 
ernment in Canada. 

3'rote.ssor iîcott emphasised the fact 
that government lias ^a far larger 
scoiio than mere politics. It consists 
ot tho legislative or .political aecUoni 
the administrativo] part, which in- 
cludes tho civil service and the various 
commissions, and ,{,hc Judical section 
which Interprets the law. ^ 

Public Utilities Controllecl 

Tho speaker traced out Hie gradual 
growlli ot tho eovcrnmcnl's control 
over matters that once wore consider- 
ed private business, and. dates from 
the industrial rovolutlori. I'ublic utili- 
ties arc cither owned and operated by 
tho state, as in the caso of tho Can- 
adian National Railways, or are prl- 
yato. bnlcrpriscs controlled hy boards 
pr commissions, a.s the C.P.H. is by tho 
Board ot Hallway Commissioners. 
Future developments ot this are the 
control ot radio, and Ulliinutely, the 
control of world trade by some Inter- 
nat lonal boily. '•Those bodies must 
contain experts, and Hioy must bo frco

Current Controversy 

IF there is one thing which marks the pre- 
sent-day student as a being apart from 
.his academic predecessors, it is the interest 
^fii^he takes in current controversy and 
the popular problems of the moment. A 
hundred years ago education consisted 
largely of an intimate knowledge of the 
classics, coupled with a critical appreciation 
of literature. This comprised education; 
and interest in affairs at large was left in 
abeyance until the neophyte advanced to 
his professional studies. 

Today things are decidedly different. 
From entrance to the university as a fresh- 
man until gi-aduation, current controversy 
is as much a part of university training as 
any class-room study. It is true, of course, 
that today we have more opportunity for 
such discussion than was the case in the 
days before the commencement of great 
newsgathering agencies; but at the same 
time a corresponding change in the con- 
ception of education has done more to bring 
undergraduates out of their mental retire- 
ment than any altering of facilities which 
may have taken place. A university today, 
teaches not only classics, history and liter- 
ary appreciation but also more practical 
subjects which bring one of necessity into 
touch with -what is actually happening. 

Today, in smoking-rooms and student 
gathering places, conversation turns 
not on Pericles and the value of his Funeral 
Oration, but on the legitimacy of the Brit- 
ish policy in Palestine; or on the success of 
the United States of Soviet Russia; or on 
Mussolini; or on war debts; or on United 
States gold reserves ; or on the troubles of 
India. Everywhere youth is coming into 
contact with the larger sphere of world 
politics. 

There is no sign of the trend of events 
more striking than the readiness with 
which students go to hear lecturers whose 
topics would have been of interest only to 
the parliamentarian or the political busy- 
llj^dy a few years ago. Recently a woman of 
'làdia spoke at the gjM^s' Forum. Yester- 
day, Mr. Ai-iara Williams had occasion to 
point out several reasons why her speech 
cannot be taken as a sound .opinion on the 
Indian situation. Large bodies of students 
, attended both gatherings and having heard 
both sides of the question, are now pre- 
sumably actively engaged in formulating 
their own opinions. And so it goes. Youth 
is everywhere preparing itself to take over 
aj^d revise policies which it has reason to 
{doubt. 

■ \ In commenting on the present political 
'arrangements with regard to war Sir 
J.ames Bari'ie once remarked that old men 
make trouble and young ones are called 
upon to get them out of their scrape. If the 
present trend continues young men will 
soon be in a position to play a larger part 
in government than they have in the past; 
'and if no other good ensues they will at 
feast do something to counteract the 
senility which often misleads the .course of 
^legislation today. •

Senior years would seem to indicate? that 
.student efficiency is decidedly low. iMoro- 
ovcr. !i good many of tho.sc that finally re- 
ceive their degree leave behind them a trail 
of supplemental e.Kaminalioiis. 

The affairs of the world procceil with 
a reasonable degree of efficiency which wc 
have been -led to expect. The newspaper is 
always at the door in the morning along 
with the milk bottle, mail is delivered 
regularly and with marvelously few mis- 
takes, trains arrive and dej)art to the 
second. Students at the task of learning 
are expected to make just as efficient a 
job of it as others do at their daily employ- 
ment. If banks, for instance, failed in the 
same proportion as do college students the 
present economic depression would seem 
like a wave of unpa*alleled prosperity. 

It may be, as has been claimed, that 
scholastic ability is no true indication of 
worth, but the fact remains that graduates 
are judged by prospective employers upon 
their record. Those going into industry and 
business will be expected to perform 
efficiently tasks just as distasteful to them 
as ajiy they may meet in the course of 
their college career.

McGill Daily, 
Dear Sir: 

I wish to offer a. few critical remarks on tho 
above editorial. From my point of View, It Is ex- 
tremely thoughtless and superficial and might 
well lead to what Î consider dlsoatrous conse- 
quences. 

Let us take for granted yoiir statements that 
.suicide is commoner with tho practical, tho ini- 
sentlmental, the educated, and tho logical, than 
with the uneducated, the flighty, Huperstltlous and 
inconsistent it would seem obvious that the former 
class would be a greater loss to tho community 
and one which tho community cannot afford. 

It Is not true that suicide is less common 
among the melancholies, tn fact I would aay that 
probably from 9G to 98% of those who commit sui- 
cide are auffcrins from a morbid emotional de- 
pressive condition which in its nature is temporary. 

Medical science has not yet found the cause 
of Eucli morbid depression, hut It is possible that 
they may be on a biochemical basis. 

Frequently on recovery from such depression, 
these individuals show an interesting mental 
change with exhaltatlon of pleasant emotional re- 
actions, an. increased mental buoyancy, and a 
grea.ter capacity for productive mental and phys- 
ical activity, whlcii brings them Into the class ot 
people who do things in tho world, 

In view ut the numiier ,ot suicides among young 
people in educational Institutions, which seems to 
go in waves through the country, your editorial 
seems to me very ill advised and imlieallhy, and 
would lend to suggest .siicli ideas to people who 
are temporarily worried ui' morbidly upsgt.
